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SHOPPING TIME! Fortune shined on my enterprise during the past few months, and I’m once again able to 
include a new list of coin boards for sale with this newsletter. Quite a few nice Colonial Coin & Stamp Company 
boards were acquired during the ANA Convention in Denver. A couple of these have already been placed with 
want list customers, including a very rare board for Commemorative Half Dollars, Lange Variety C5O0B2a. In the 
past I’ve had duplicates of that title only within Publisher-Bound binders, and it was a rare treat to sell a single. 

MAPRET ACTIVITY There were more than the usual number of eBay coin board offerings this past quarter. 
Most were unremarkable, and many are still trying to find buyers month after month. These include two of the three 
Oberwise Mercury Dime boards described in CBN #43. Both are nearly filled, and this has put their cost well 
beyond the value of the boards themselves. Other Oberwise boards containing partial sets have been offered 
recently. These would have sold handily a couple years ago, but the downturn in the coin market has made people 
rather stingy. For those of seeking only the boards, this is a frustrating development. 

Among the better listings was a nine-piece lot of Whitman Second Edition boards that included one for Large 
Cents 1826-57, as well as two examples of the Two-Cent, Nickel-Three-Cent board. This was a very nice lot that I 
attempted to buy for inventory, but it sold for one increment above my bid of $120. A different listing for the scarce 
Two-Three-Cent board was bought by me for a mere $24.99, and it turned out to be nice enough that I just it 
squirreled it away within my own collection. One seller offered a partially filled example of Lincoln Printing 
Company’s scarce board for Early Nickels. This had some adhesive residue within the openings to retain the Shield 
Nickels (which had been removed), and it sold for $35. 

BOOR UPDATES Surprisingly, there have been no new varieties reported since CBN #43, but I did learn more 
about a board that was illustrated in my book as one of the “mavericks”— boards of unknown origin. During June’s 
ANA Summer Seminar, in which I taught my usual class on USA Type Coins, I had an opportunity to poke around 
former ANA President Ken Hallenbeck’s “man cave.” I came across several examples of the bright yellow board 
for World War II OP A Tokens and purchased two of them. One proved to be slightly different from the piece in my 
book, and it’s illustrated here. A different example is included in the accompanying list of boards for sale. I’ve had 
a number of persons ask me whether I had a duplicate for sale, and now I do. In talking to Ken, he informed me that 
this board was produced by Joe Lawonde of North Plainfield, New Jersey in the early 1970s. 

PEADy ECP My CLOSE-UP The Denver ANA Convention was a whirl for me, with numerous after-hours 
commitments and two video segments in which I was featured. The one of interest to readers of Coin Board News 
was done for Coin Week (www.coinweek.com). I sat down at the NGC booth for an interview conducted by CW 
Editor Charles Morgan, who wanted to know what this coin board hobby was all about. I brought along some of my 
rarest boards to display, including the unique Oberwise board for half dollars.

COIN BCAPD EPUEMEPA Speaking of Joseph Oberwise, in 1938 he produced a very rare series of coin 
checklists for buyers of his premium card boards, and I’m including a selection of examples from my collection.
